REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record, namely Guthrie, Win and Lister, fail to clearly teach or suggest an 
aqueous hypohalite releasing composition loaded onto an absorbent carrier such that 
the stability of the hypohalite releasing composition is maintained at least at 25% after 
1 1 days at 120 °F, as required by claims 1 and 12, nor a hypochlorite disinfecting wipe 
capable of disinfecting for Staphylococcus aureus within 30 seconds as required by 
claims 23 and 25.
